Mumbai, the 26th July, 2010 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19, read with sub-section (2) of Section 12 of the Banking Companies 
(Acqisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970), the Board of Directors of the Central Bank of India in 
consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous sanction of the Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Central Bank of India (Employees’) Pension Regulations, 1995, namely 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Central Bank of India (Employees’) Pension (Amendment) Regulations, 

2009. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Central Bank of India (Employees’) Pension Regulations, 1995, (hereinafter referred as the said 
regulation), in regulation 2, in clause (O), for sub-clause ©, the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely 

“© son or daughter including widow or divorced daughter till he or she attains the age of twenty five years 
or upto his or her marriage or remarriage, whichever is earlier including such son or daughter adopted 
legally”. 
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3. In the said regulations, in regulation 8 after sub-regulation (3), the following sub-regulation shall be inserted 
namely:— 

“(4) The term of appointment of trustee shall be for a period of three years and the Bank may re-appoint a 
trustees who has already completed bis term; provided that no trustees shall be appointed for more than 
two terms”. 

4. In the said regulations, in regulation 9, die following proviso shall be inserted namely :— 

“Provided that all such directions shall be given in writing and shall specify the purpose or objective”. 

In the said Regulations, regulation 10, in sub-regulation (2), in the opening portion, for the words “Within one 
hundred and eighty days from the closing of each financial year”, the words “Within sixty days from die date of 
publication of the Balance Sheet of die Bank” shall be substituted.
